T have seeu with my own eyes, and 
heard the testimony of competent wit- 
nesses about many schools. 

I always anvrectated the wit of the 
remark the Hon. Leslie Shaw, then 
secretary of ime treasury, made on 
his first visit to Atlanta, when he sdid 
Seale was the biggest little town 
1e 


ever saw.” but I never realized 
the truth of the remark until yester- 
day, when I Visited the Higsland 
school and saw ninety-four little 
children stuffed in one badly venti- 
lated school room taught by ‘one 
teacher. 


Conditions Shocking. 

Having visited a number of Georgia 
sct.ool houses in the last ten years, 
and knowing the improvement that 
has come to be in the construction 
of the school hotse in the small town, 
and the equipment therein, I was 
shocked to observe that in the Capital 
City of the Empire State of the South 
conditions could be going on as they 
are in many of the public schools of 
Atlanta and nothing being done to 
meet the immediate emergency. 

As I started out to the Highland 
school and passed through the 
city, I gazed with pride at the tower- 
ing piles of brick and stone and mor- 
tar with no little expression of archi- 
tecture about some of it. I boarded 
the Houston street car, the one going 
to Copenhill. which took me through a 
residence portion of the city which in- 
dicates a progress and prosperity that 
warrants the horn of plenty sentimer& 
which we habitually and right com- 
mendably hoist on high. 

1 was pleased by the locality of the 
Highland school, and by its out- 
side appearance, but “when I en- 
tered—just as the children were enter- 
ing the building from two sides after 
recess—[ wondcred where they were 
all going to be put when they got in. 
Every dvor and every window was 
open, and God's sunsh!ne was pouring 
in everywhere, but whem I stood at 
ihe door of one room, that in which 
the third grade children were assem- 
bled, and saw them come tripping in, 
cuunting ninety-four, fill every desk, 
line up against the four sides of the 
wall, and then saw the teacher come 
in and pick her steps through the row 
of little feet between the wall and 


the first row of desks. I thought: 
“Are the taxpayers of Atlanta going 
to allow the lives of their children to 
be endangere-t iu this way?” 
Bad on the Eyes. 
There are eixty desks in this room, 


the dimensiings of which are 33 feet 
by 19 feet snd some inches. The 
height is 12 feet and 3 inches. The 
thirty-four children without desks 
were seated on low benches against 


the wall, and on one bench beside the 
teacher's desk, with their backs to the 
main blackboard, from which the 
teacker illustrates many of the les- 
sons 

When the children who occupy seats 
with desks want to use the blackboard 
they have to put out of the seats on 
the benches against the walls the lit- 
tle ores who have no desks, and’much 
time is lost in seating and reseating 
children to make possible for the one 
teacher to conduct classes. 

Out of the thirty-four children who 
sit against the wall, seventeen of 
them are so placed that the light comes 
in the direction which eye specialists 
state is so directly injurious to the 
eyes of children, that a week’s time 
in this position will serve to injure 
eyes permanently. i 

It is impossible for the children 
seated in this way, against the wall, 
to take care of their books, and at the 
same time use a pencil, and they éan- 
mot use pen or ink at all. Some of the 
little boys lave brought little cigar 
boxes to school, and sit on these, writ- 
ing then om the benches upon which 


they sit when not writing. 

They necessarily are cramped, are 
continually elbowing each other for 
want of svocr and altogether are most 
uncomforia while the work of the 
teacher who must hold the attention 
of the $4 in this room can better be 


imagined than described. 
Four Are Taken Sick. 

Most of the time was taken up while 
I was there an hour or more yests od 
by the teacher cf this room and the 
principal doing a sort of nursing. Four 
children were takén sick while I in- 
spected the three school rooms on this 
first floor, three of the children in the 
crowded third grade room. One of the 
children was visibly ill from the heat 
cf the room. and the fact that she was 
far removed from the window or -door. 

In one of the grades a little boy 
fainted yesterday, and note after note 
is being directed from parents to the 
teachers to know when their children 
ean be comfortably seated and if any- 
thing is being done to meet the emer- 
gency. 

In the second grade of this same 
school there are 73 children, and in the 
first grade, where the very little chil- 
dren are, there were 84 yesterday. 

In the vicinity of this school most of 
the homes are new, and constructed

condition, with children sitting on benches alongside the wall. 


‘along the most modern lines. 1n many 
of them sleeping porches are a pleas- 
ing addition. But what will happen to 
;the little ones who go from these 
|homes to a school room where %4 of 
}them are huddled together and breu we 
“and rebreathe poisoned air? What will 
happen when the cold or rainy days 
come, and the windows will have to 
be partially closed? 

For four weeks this condition has 
been in existence and nothing has been 
done to meet the immediate emergency. 
Had there been provided one or mcte 
extra teachers the surplus number of 
children might have had something in 
the nature of an out-of-door class, but 
no extra teachers were provided. 

I never like to write a story which 
draws attention to Atlanta's neglect 
of any situation as Vital as this one, 
the life of her children, without offer- 
ing a remedy, and in this case I would 
suggest that temporarily there be 
erected four open-air school rooms on 
the top of the Highland school, 
thts belng possible of construction in 
a short time and at a little cost. Not 
only would it save the health of many 
ittle children, but it would save the 
energy and force of the teacher, and 
save the scholarship of all the children 
in the school suffering from crowded 
conditions, 7 

I understand that a building has been 
secured on Moreland avenue which is 
designed to relieve the crowded con- 
ditions of the Highland school, that of 
Edgewood school and that of Inman 
Park, but even with that, the space this 
building will afford will be a very lit- 
tle help, as only five grades can be 
provided for there. 

I did not have time to visit any of 
the other schools yesterday, but I have 
it stated to me by people who are suf- 
ferers therefrom that the crowded con- 
ditions in Inman Park have required 
that three classes be established in the 
basement of the building. directly op- 
posite the toilet. a condition which does 
not exist now in the congested districts 
of the east side in New York, or in any 
other civilized community I know of. 


The Edgewood school has simi- 
lar conditions, and the same prevails 
in the Exposition cotton mill school 


while the condition in the “Pittsburg” 
negro school is barbarous, and that in 
the other negro schools very little bet- 
ter. 

In looking over the January files of 
The Constitution I find that besides 
urgent appeals made by the superin- 
tendent of the schools and by the board 
of education, the report made by both 
and the budget presented to the city 
council asked an appropriation of $390,- 
000 for the maintenance of the schools 
and that the appropriation granted was 
$513,000. 

The sunerintendent and board ex- 
plained what the money was needed 
for: they apprehended the-very condi-

Albany. N. Y.. October 6—Governor 
William Sulzer attempted to obtain the 
influence of United States Senator Elihu 
Root and of William Barnes, chairman 
of the republican state committee, to 
prevent the trial of his impeachment, 
according to testimony adduced at the 
trial today, although subsequently 
stricken out by vote of the court. 

Allen A. Ryan, son of Thomas F. 
Ryan, a New Yorwk financier, gave the 
testimony. It also was brought out 
through the testimony of Ignatius V. 
McGlone. secretary of the elder Ryan, 
that Governor Sulzer was the recipient 
of $10,000 cash campaign contribution 
from the Ryans, which was not report- 
ed in the governor's sworn campaign 
statement. : 

Gave Sulzer Ten 31,000 Bills. 

McGlone testified that Sulzer appeal- 
ed to him for the money, requesting 
that it be made in cash.- When the 
elder Ryan ordered, the contribution to 
be made. McGlone carried ten $1,000 
bills to Sulzer and handed them to him, 

“Tell your father I am the same old 
Bill,” young Mr. Ryan said the gover- 
nor said to him over the telephone, In 
asking for the contribution. 

Mr. Ryan was called to the stand to- 
day after the attorneys for the im- 
peachment managers had obtained per- 
mission to reopen their case, which 
they announced as complete when court 
adjourned last Thursday.

ATLANTA’S WORST SCANDAL! 
The Constitution exposes today the de- 
tails of the worst municipal scandal in the 


history of the city. 

Organized graft and organized crooked- 
ness both are bad enough. 

Both are saintly compared with that 
municipal mismanagement which, with mil- 
lions of borrowing capacity at its back, with

The Constitution wholly exonerates Su- 
perintendent William M. Slaton and the 
board of education. For many months they 
have served notice of the impending dan- 
ger and besought council for aid. That 
they are helpless in the face of a desperate 
situation, is not due to their lack of cour- 
age, their willingness to overwork them- 
selves and their persistent demands for as- 
sistance. 

Here are some of the high lights in the 
tragic story published elsewhere. It was 
gathered and written by one of the most 
experienced and conservative members of 
The Constitution's staff. 

In Inman ‘Park school grades 
have, of necessity, been placed in the base- 
ment squarely opposite and near to the 
toilets.

Last January, Superintendent Slaton and 
the board of education, after much pruning, 
asked council for $897,000 as a total bud- 
get with which to operate the schools and 
to forestall these conditions. The immi- 
nence of the need was then stressed on 
council, Council gave $513,000. 

By the blessing of the Almighty, we have 
enjoyed fairly decent autumn 
weather. Even with this advantage, sick- 
ness has been prevalent from these un- 
speakable conditions. What will it be if 
winter and closed windows come ravening 
down on these defenseless tota? Where 
will the standards of the system go if pu- 
pils acquire an “education” in a stuffy at- 
mosphere and crowded so close they can 
hardly function mentally? : 

This scandal, bearing on the lives, the 
health and the efficiency of little children 
who cannot help themselves, is about the 
worst Atlanta's history. We could put 
up with farcical government procedure, and 
with pinchpenny in other re- 
spects. It is intolerable when children 
are mnmade the victims! 

Despite Atlanta's mystic maze and “next 
door neighbor’ government, RESPONSI 
BILITY MUST AND WILL BE LODGED 
FOR THIS OUTRAGE. Despite cries of 
“poverty,” the outrage will be remedied. A 
city as rich and as enlightened as this one, 
a city with several million dollars borrow- 
ing capacity, WILL NOT SEE ITS CHIL- 
DREN SUBJECT TO THREAT OF DEATH 
AND DISABPLITY WITHOUT FINDING 
RELIEF OR SCOURGING FROM PUBLIC

A GRADUAL EFFECT 

The sound business sense of Oscar Un- 
derwood spoke in his warning to the Amer- 
ican people not to Wake up within the next 
few days expecting that new tariff 
would have wrought a revolution in the cost 
of iiving. With President Wilson and 
Chairman Simmons, of the senate finance 
committee, Mr. Underwood has consistently 
played a tair game with the country. All 
three have steadfastly stated that the new 
tariff would eventually afford material re- 
But, as set forth by Mr. Underwood, 
the effect will be gradual, not reaching the 
climax for several months. 

Mr. Underwood's conclusion is baseg up- 
on the premise that the economic changes 
forted upon manufacturers and importers 
under the new law will require some time 
for adjustment.

George Villiers, the Duke of Bucking- 
ham, was a great favorite at the court of 
James I and also Cherles I of England. He 
Was one of the leaders of the romantic 
type of young courtiers who held sway at 
the English court during the early part of 
the seventeenth century and his adventures 
have been the subject of many interesting 
Stories. At eighteen he was sent to France, 
where he remained for three years, returned 
with such polished manners and so excellent 
& personality that James heaped all sorts of 
honors upon him. 

Through the great confidence in which 
he was held he was entrusted with a num- 
ber of impcrtant missions, few of which 
ever proved successful When he was thir- 
ty-two years of ase he was sent to France 
&@s8 proxy for Charles I to marry the Princess 
Henrietta Marie, and the year following, aft- 
er the failure of the Cadix expedition, he was 
impeached. but was saved through the favor 
of the King. This gave him assurance, and 
he finally took upon himself the conduct 
of a war with France. but his expedition in 
ald of.the Rochelles proved an entire failure. 

In the meantime the revolt against him 
and the principles he represented was be- 
coming more formidable; the petition of 
rights was carried despite the duke’s exer- 
tions, and he was again protected from im- 
Deachment only by the king's prorogation of 
Parliament , 

While this struggle over the petition was 
going on, the popular hatred of Bucking- 
ham showed itself in a brutal manner. In 
the streets of London the duke's physician, 
Dr. Lambe, was set upon by the mob and 
called a witch, a devil and the duke'’s con- 
juror, and absolutely beaten to death. The 
council set inquirles on foot, but no indi- 
vidual was brought before it, and the rhyme 
went from mouth to mouth:-— 


“Let Charles and George do what they can, 
The Duke shall die like Doctor Lambe.” 


Charles was shocked and grieved. 
took his friend in his own coach through 
London to see the ten ships which were 
being prepared at Deptford for the relief 
of Rochelle. It was reported that he was 
heard to say: “George, there are some that 
wish that both these and thou might per- 
ish. But care not thou for them. We will 
both perish together if thou dost.”

FRANK DEVOTED TO HUSBAND, 
DECLARES MISS FANNIE PICARD 


Miss Fannie Picard, a well known young 
lady of this city and prominently identified 
with the Hebrew element to which sne be- 
longs. and as well to the Gentiles, among 
whom she is most highly esteemed, writes 
the following in reference of Mrs. Leo M. 
Frank and the charge that when her hus- 
band was first incarcerated she had not 
been solicitous of his welfare while in jail: 

Editor Constitution: One of the false im- 
pressions about the recent trial and convic- 
tion of Leo M. Frank and one that came to my 
knowledge from hearing it discussed on the 
cars and among my friends of the Georgia 
legislature, when Leo M. Frank was first held 
on suspicion, and after his apprehension—was 
that his wife, to whom he is as the salt of the 
earth—did not cling to him. This impression 
took root from the report that Mrs. Frank did 
not go to see him for two weeks after he

For the time he was held at police bar- 
racks from Tuesday until Thursday, she 
was not permitted to see him, but wag‘al- 
lowed to phone him, and she did phone him 
a number of times each day. When he was 
taken to the jail, she could have seen him, 
but her husband, Leo M. Frank, Rabbi Da- 


vid Marx, and the other male members of 
her family kept her from doing so. Think 
if such a thing would happen to you’ »hus- 
band devoted to your wife—would you want 
that wife to see you in a hard, cold cell of 
a jail? Her husband could not bear the 
thought and begged her, in most loving mes- 
Sages. to have patience for a few days as 
Tight would and must prevail and he would 
be out as soon as his alibi could be given, 
which he knew to be a true one and felt no 
doubt whatever that it would be immediate- 
ly proven and accepted. 

Since his incarceration, after his indict- 
ment by the grand jury, his wife has been 
untiring in love and devotion. As far as she 
was allowed, he has felt her care f.r him 
in the matter of sending him his daily meals, 
attending to his clothing and any other mat- 
ters whereby she could relieve his enforced 
imprisonment. 

She has been his steno! é 
daily to the jail and taking dictation ae 
him for hours, and has gsotten out a volume 
of work for him. as she was his stenogra- 
pher on numerous times ever since he has 
been connected with the pencil company, 
and has often gone down on Saturday after- 
noons when he has his heaviest work to do 
and assisted him in getting the work done. 

She claims she has gained her strength 
to bear this time of trial from his wonder- 
ful strength and endurance—and prays. to 
God that He will let His light shine on all 
who have taken a wrong view and clear her 
husband, not only of the charge against him, 
but restore his good name and character 
to the world, so that he can again walk 
amongst his fellow-men upright in their 


belief in him.
